St. Louis.as an art center has been making 
rapid étrides in the last few years, until to- 
Gay itis one of the foremost cities in the 
country inthis regard.

What 
the public think of this display is evidenced 
by the constant crowds who gather about the 
windows. Thereis a tenderness and an arch- 
ness about the very best bisque work which 
is very captivating, and the figures in these 
windows are exemplars of whatis the very 
best. The magnificent figure of L’E£te (Sum- 
mer) with its ornate decoration and praxi- 
tiles like modeling, is something to study and 
to remember; but the bust of a Dame ala 
Directoire is properly the central figure of 
the display. There isacreamy brilliancy,a 
delicate texture about this lovely face which 
could be produced in no material but bisque. 
Bisque work really holds the same relation to 
sculpture that vers de societe do to poetry. 
There is an air of refined fineness about a 
good bust orstatuette that suggests Praed 
and Austin Dobson; the tints and the tones, 
the airy, coquettish poses, the indescribable 
charm, remind one of the Pompadour and of 
Carlo Van Loo. The Marriage des Fleurs is 
another beautiful specimen of this work, but 
it is possible to delay too long over this win- 
dow, and attention need only be called to the 
plaques and terra cotta figures which set off 
the bisque. Those terra cotta statuettes 
serve admirably for contrast with the bisque. 
In themselves they are pretty, but among the 
illustrious aristocracy of the bisque they are 
almost vulgar. 

Theartdepartment proper of the establish- 
ment is at the rear of the jewel- 
ry store. Here upon a wall are 
arranged a number of cabinets and 
ploques just in the way in which they look 
best. Upona long centertable are Limoges, 
Dresden, Barbotine, Longwy, Baccarrat and 
gein faience which catch and hold the eye 
with their exquisite shape ahd splendid col- 
oripg. A Dauborn tete-a-tete setis one of 
the jewels of this collection; it is partly of 
black china and partly colored and is simply 


exquisite in texture, shape and hue. It would, 


be impossible to note the many gems which 
demand the attention on every side, fromthe 
delicious sets of Haviland’s manufacture to 
the Benderware vases, half bisque, half poree- 
lain and uniting all the graces of these two 
most graceful materials. In this apart- 
mentis a pair of busts, bisque of coursé, 
made by Paul Duboy looking shyly toward 
each other with all the archness and the inde- 
scrible air of /aut ton which on!v bisque can 
weur. Just next isa Choisile Roy vase, the 
very finest porcelam made in France It isa 
love-cup made as a tankard, of a creamy yel- 
low. ornamented with grapes and leaves. 
Nothing can be particularized of the display 
of bronzes and Sushen marble statuary ex- 
cept that they are bewildering in extent and 
beauty. Iu one of the cases, however, is a 
tete-a-tete set of genuine Sevies china, to 
which the pen of Austin Dobson 
would alone cdo justice. In the 
first place its material is as light and appar- 

ae frai -challe tie in. «o 
pure, 60 fare, that nothing could be more of 
an art treasure than it; and still upon its love- 
ly surfaces a rose-tinted idyl has been 
worked out. Itis exquisite; it is beyond 
criticism or explanation; it must be seen to 
be understood. But for real lovers of art 
this is only one of the thousands of treasures 
in this storehouse. One point, too, which is 
made very clear by a stroll through the mus- 
eum is that it is wuttefly futile for 
lovers of art to go Kast in 
search of art treasures. Mermod, 
Jaceard & Co. have brought all that is best 
and most beautiful in continental art to our 
very doors, and this the people have disgover- 
ed and are profiting by.

EVER since the magnificent French Revo. 
lution titles in theJand of the Gaul have been 
but little better than mushrooms, The old 
noblesse|struggled hard, after each succes- 
sive downfall of Bourbonism, to revive their 
claims,but the indications now are that France 
will never see the day when the title of a 
Count will be worth any morejthanthat of a 
militia Colonel in the United States. Occas- 
sionally a Parisian barber turns up in this 
country with the title of Marquis hanging 
to him and aftéra season at one of our fash- 
ionable watering-places,marries a fine heiress. 
Society is shocked when it discovers that the 
hair-dresser is not a real Marquis, apparent- 
ly losing sight of the fact that one kind of a 
French Marquis is as good as another. Re- 
cognizing the taste of his countrymen for 
noble jtitles. M. LAROCHE-JOUBERT, of 
the French Assembly, recently drew up and 
presented a sensible bill which he wishes 
to make a part of the law of the land. 
It provides that any Frenchman who has not 
forfeited his civil rights may purchase any 
title of nobility that may suit his fancy or the 
size of his purse. In addition to this he pro- 
poses to levy a tax on all persons who persist 
in retaining titles. Under this bill a baker or 
a grocery keeper can attach the noble de to 
his name by paying 2,000 francsayear. In 
order to become a Baron he must pay 3,000 
francesa year. An annual payment of 4,000 
frances will make him a Count, of 5,000 a Mar- 
quis, of 10,000a Duke. Any old style noble- 
man, even though he be descended from the 
crusaders, will expose himself to-fingand im- 
prisonmentif he persists in wearing-and ex- 
posing his title without paying the tax im- 
posed upon him. M. LAROCHE-JOUBERT 
estimates that this tax on titles will yield 
100,000,000 francs, and he would have this in- 
crease of revenue utitized in lightening the 
burdens now imposed on the farming and 
manufacturing interests. M. LAROCHE-JOU- 
BERT is a paper maker, and he doubtless ex- 
pects an increase of his busines when titles 
of nobility became purchasable, for all cer- 
tificates of this character will have to be 
printed on first class paper. If this scheme 
works wellin France, perhaps some broad 
statesman in this country willadd tothe pub- 
lic revenues by securing the enactment of a 
law taxing bogus Colonels and Judges a cou- 
ple of dollars a year. Wecould pay off the 
National debt in about five years with a tax 
of this character.

Judge Lindley visibly soft- 
ened at the presence of the ladies, and his 
peart seemed to warm towards the causedf 
the persecuted bells. 

Atter ai short argument about = the 
propriety of introducing new witnesses, 
John J. White, acomnmission merchant, liv- 
ing at 3026 Lucas avenue, was put upon the 
stand as the first witness. He proved to be an 
ardent triend of the bells and said . that 
he bad become so accustomed to them that he 
dia not hear them nine times outoften. They 
bad no effect upon his sleep nor upon conver 
sation, nor upon the music plaved in his house. 
lie stated that he rather liked the chimes than 
otherwise. He had previously lived at 2:25 
Washington avenue, two doors west of Dr. 
]_eete’s house, but they never troubled him in 
any way. 

Dr. Simon Pollak, the oceulist, was called, 
and declared that he liked the bells very much. 
They were notroubleto him or his family. 
The Doctor was put-—threugh a course 
of questioning as to the relative inteusity 
of the sound of the bells at different distances. 
The‘luttle model of the neighborhood of the 
church was handed to him, and he was told to 
place himself on the corner opposite the 
chureh, and then to walk easttwo feet and 
then east another two feet, and finally to go 
to the corner of Leflingwe§l avenue. In each 
place he was required to give the exact 
intensity of the striking of the hours, quarters 
and halves. A whole mass of technical testi- 
mony was ruled off, but it was all for the bells. 

Dr. W.W. Boyd, pastor of the Second Baptist 
Church, testified that he had lhved 
at 3025 Chestnut street, and that 
he previonsly lived at 2810 Locust street, and 
that in neither locality was he disturbed. Dr. 
Boyd testified that while abroad last summer 
be had heard the famous beils of Shandon, in 
Cork, and also those inthe Cathedral at Ant- 
werp. He had also heard the Boston chimes 
on several occasions, and he was prepared to 
sav that the Pilgrtm chimes werevery musical. 

A long argument here took place as to wheth- 
erany testimony could be introduced compar: 
ing the music of the Pilgrim bells with other 
cbimes. Mr. Fisher, fer the defense, argued 
that this was the only fair way to get atthe 
matter, but Mr. Allen contended that it 
not, and, quoting a ‘* jackass case,’’ 
out ot the Thirth.seven Missouri 
reports, said thaté it would be just as proper 
to require the defendant in that case who was 
trying to have the jackasses which disturbed 
hin declared a nuisance, to prove that the 
said animals had about the same voices as 
other asses, as to compare bells in this way. 
The only question were these identical bells a 
nuisance? The judge spoke a little piece about 
bells in general, especially the great bells 
of Jioscow, and concluded not to admit testi- 
mony ofthis nature, The Court said: ‘‘The 
question isnot how musical these bells ure, 
but do they disturb the community. If they 
do they must come out. Hi, on the contrary, 
there are certain persons living in the neigh- 
borhood who are so sensitive that they 
cannot endure whrut others can, then they 
must hunt anew house.’’ Dr. Boyd went on 
to describe a tnangular conversation heid be- 
tween himself and Messrs. Morgan and Homer, 
on the corner of Ewing and Washington 
avennes, as the bells were chiming 
u quarter to. five Saturday afternoon. The 
gentlemen sepurated a few feet forthe pur- 
pose of experimenting about the sound as the 
Guarter was striking, and spoke to each other 
with no difficulty. Mr. Homer held a watch, 
which Dr. Boyd said he thought was used in 
racing, and the time of striking the third quar- 
ter was found to be eleven seconds. 

WaymanCrow was the next friend of the 
bells. He declared thatthey had never dis- 
turbed him in any way. 

Dr. W. E. Edmunds, living three doors west 
of Dr. Lecte’s house, also enjoyed § the 
bells and would not like to lose them. 
He had patients living within half a square of 
the church—Col. Sopers’ family for instance 
lived exactlyfopposite Dr. Leete’s house. Wit- 
ness never knew the bells to have 
a bad effect upon any of his patients. 

The testimony of the ladies was then called 
for ang Mrs. Sophia M. Stockton was put upun 
the stand. The lady said that she never 
thought the bells disagreeable in any way. 
Mrs. A. J. Smith, the wife of Gen. A. J. 
Smith, testified that she had lived at 2911 
Washington avenue for the past teny.ears, and 
that never had the tintinabulation annoved 
her in any manner whatever. 

Miss Cutherine R. Throckmorton had lived 
at 2913 Washington axenue forthe past nine 
years, and = she was sure that the 
bells were no annoyance at all. 
They never interferred with conversation, nor 
with anything else. Witness’ mother had been 
very ijl for fifteen months, and the bells never 
affected her anyway but tavorably. Witness 
taught musie at the above place and the 
chiming had no effect whatever upon 
her instruction. Miss Throckmorton 
often sat upon Mr. Maxon’s steps, upon those 
ofGen. Smith and at her own residence on 
quiet Sunday evenings, and she derived much 
pleasure from the music of the bells. 

Mrs. A. E. Plant, whoformerty lived near thé | 
church, was also positive that the bells were no 
nuisance. On one vccasion when she was se- 
riously sick she requested her nurse 
to open the window of her 
room in order that she might more clearly hear 
the melodies which delighted her. 

Mrs, Caroline Hermann, residing at 2335 
Washington avenue, testified to the same state
